PARCELS FOR PRISONERS

The Post Office Department has been 
notified by the British Post Office that 
many parcels sent from Canada to prison- 
ers of war in Germany are being recejved 
in Londunina damaged condition, so 
that frequently they have to be repacked 
before they can be forwarded to Holland 
for transmission to Germany. The 
British Post adds that in most cases 
the damage appears to be due to the fact 
that the parcels were inadequately pack- 
ed by the senders. 

The public are warned, therefore, that 
parcels for prisoners of war, unless they 
are very strongly packed, will probably 
arrive in such a condition as to be of 
little or no use tothe recipients. 

Ordinary thin cardboard boxes, such 
as shoe-boxes, and thin wooden boxes 
should not be used; nor does a single 
sheet of-ordinary brown paper afford 
sufficient protection, Even where proper 
materials are used, it is important that 
the contents should be tightly packed so 
as not to shake about during transit, 
The following forms of packing are -re- 
commended ;- 


1, Strong double cardboard or straw- 
board boxes, Those made ot corrugated 
cardboard and having lids which com- 
pletely enclose the sides of the box are 
the most suitable, 

2. Tin boxes such as are used for pack- 
ing biscuits. 

8. Strong wooden boxes. 

4, Several folds of stout packing paper. 

The British authorities advise that pars 
cels for prisonera of war in Germany 
must not be wrapped in linen, calico, 
canvas, or any other textile material, 

Parcels posted in Canada for prisoners 
of war in Germany which have not been 
adequately packed .by the senders. will 
not be forwarded but will be returned to 
the senders, as the British Post Office 
has notified the Department that parcel- 
which are inadequately packed must be 
returned to the senders,

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“Aerial Trick That Won 


British Aviator,by Looping the Loop 
’ Brought Down a German 
’ Seaplane 


Before the war, exhibition flights, 
in which “looping the loop” »was -the 
gteat attraction, packed our aero- 
drome grounds with holiday sight- 
seers, The performances at that 
time were considered nothing but a 
freak of nerves and reckless casing! 
a “circus trick’—but nothing» more, 
Its possible utility was scoffed at. 
The war has changed that. “Looping 
the loop” has proved to be a very 
valuable air battle evolution. By 
“looping the loop” a British aviator 
has brought about the defeat and 
destruction of an enemy seaplane, 
last July. 

Hallum, the aviator, was patrolling 
in the air off Ostend. When he was 
at a height of twelve thousand feet 
he noticed about five hundred feet 
below him a German seaplane, Shoot- 
ing down at the plane did not appeal 
to him, as aiming from a height at a 
movable object below would not meet 
with any success, so he decided per- 
forming the “lodping the loop,” which 
would bring him below the enemy. 
The German aviator noticed the trick 
and as there was not the least pros- 
pect .of escaping, he had ‘to give 
battle. Well aware that he was a 
capital target for the British aviator, 
he moved in all directions to lessen 
the danger of being hit, the British 
aviator following all the movements. 
The seaplane slid down and Hallum 
again looped the loop, coming about 
one hundred feet below the enemy. 
The British pilot commenced firing 
and after a short battle he hit the 
scaplane in its vital part, bringing it 
down. headlong in flames.—London 
Illustrated. News,

Great Forest Fires of History 


Recent Northern Ontario Forest Fire 
the Third Most Serious Fire Ca-° 
tastrophe on Continent 

The Northern Ontario forest fire of 
July 29 last takes rank as the third 
most serious fire catastrophe in the 
history of this continent. This state- 
ment is made by the Canadian Fores- 
try Association, The Hinckley fire in 
Minnesota, 1894, was responsible for 
418 lives and the burning of over 
160,000 acres. The famous Peshtigo 
fire in Wisconsin, 1871, killed 1,5 
and devastated 1,200,000 acres of tim- 
ber. In 1825 occurred the Mirimichi 
fire of New Brunswick and Maine, 
with a loss of 160 lives, six towns, 
1,000 head of cattle, and damage of 
300,000 acres of forest. The Clay 
Belt fire in Ontario, with 262 tives 
lost and 800,000 acres fire-swept, takes 
its place with the great disasters of 
history. The Porcupine fire in 1911 
killed 84 persons. 

It is noteworthy 


that Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Maine and New Bruns- 
wick have taken comprehensive 
measures to prevent further disasters 
by organizing their forest patrol 
systems on modern lines, building 
trails, lookout towers, telephones, 
etc., as well as carefully supervising 
settlers’ clearing fires, one of the 
worst sources of danger. Ontario, 
which has given the continent its two 
most recent fire catastrophes, has 
made no such move to modernize her 
forest-guarding system.

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Whether a farmer may slaughter his own 
animals and sell the meat seems to be a vexed 
question in some districts of Alberta. The farmer, 
of course, holds neither butchers’ nor peddlers’ 
license, and Section 13a of the Stock Inspection 
Att, 1916, is quoted as an authority on the matter 
against the farmer. The section reads as follows? 

“It shall not be lawful to offer beef for sale 
in any city or town in the province by other than 
a licensed butcher unless the hide teken from the 
carcass from Which such beef was obtained and 
each quarter bf such carcass have been inspected 
by an inspector of stock or a brand reader, and 
such hide and each quarter have bégn stamped 
‘by the stock inspector or: brand reader with am 
official stamp authorized by the Minister.” 


The section seemingly réfers to beef alone, 
and therefore mutton er pork can be butcheréd 
and sold any place by a farmer without restriction. 
As to the sale of beef it applies only when it ts 
sold in an incorporated city or town. Presumably 
the restriction was puton to prevent beef frem 
stolen animals being’sold in large pleces where de- 
tection would be difficult. 


If a farmer or other person who dos not hold | 
a butchers’ license desires to offer beef for sale in 
an incorpotated city or town, he mret have the 
hide of the animal and each quarter inspected end 
stamped by a stock inspector ora brand reader. 

But then would the stamping of each quarter 
by a brand reader, be any protection to the con- 
sumer against diseased beef?

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Great Forest Fires of History 


‘tastrophe on Continent 

The Northern Ontario forest fire of 
July 29 last takes rank as the third 
most serious fire catastrophe in the 
history of this continent. This state- 
ment is made by ‘the Canadian Fores- 
i Association, The Hinckley fire in 
Minnesota, 1894, was responsible for 
418 lives and the burning of over 
160,000 acres. The famous anetns 
fire in Wisconsin, 1871, killed 1, 
and devastated 1,200,000 acres of tim- 
In 1825 occurred the Mirimichi 
re of New Brunswick and Maine, 
with a loss of 160 lives, six towns 
1,000 head of cattle, and damage of 
300,000 acres of forest. The Clay 
Belt fire in Ontario, with 262 lives 
lost and 800,000 acres fire-swept, takes 
its place with the great disasters of 
history. The Porcupine fire in 1911 
killed 84 persons. 
It is noteworthy that Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Maine and New Bruns- 
wick have taken. compréhensive 
measures to prevent further disasters 
by organizing their forest patrol 
systems on modern lines, building 
trails, lookout towers, telephones, 
etc., as well as carefully supervising 
settlers’ clearing fires, one of the 
worst sources of danger.

At the present time there are daily 
passing through the Winnipeg stock 
yards scores of carloads of stocker 
and feeder cattle which are on their 
way from the farms of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan to the farms of the 
Central and Central Western States, 
During the month of August, 4,895 
head of cattle of all classes crossed 
the line from the Winnipeg yards, 
and this was before the stocker, and 
feeder movement had got under full 
steam.

Simple Method of Purifying Water 


During autumn months when wells 
and springs. become somewhat low, 
and the water may have a chance to 
become more or less impure, the wa- 
ter can easily be ‘purified by placing 
a lump of unslacked lime in the Wu 
ter, or placing a handful of common 
salt in: the spring or well. If both 
salt and lime are, used, it may be all 
the better.

drinking water. 

If preferred, the lime or salt can 
be placed in a cloth sack attached to 
a string so it can be removed after 
it has Foe in the water for a’short 
time, and the treatment can be repeat- 
ed once a week, especially if there is 
thought to be any danger. 

When water becomes very low it is 
best to boil and cool before drinking.
